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Years ago, when krab had just been 
around for a year or so, the essays 
were about the station, what it looks 
like, wnat its doing, what it was try- 
ing to do. There nasn't been an essay 
like that for a long time. That might 
be some of the reason for the anarchy 
that surrounds us now: a lack of def- 
inition. Krab can be this kind of a 
station: non-commercial, which means 
you aren't plagued with the droning of 
someone telling you you want to have a 
headache so you'll want to buy a pill. 
It means there are no sponsers, no one 
telling us what we can or Cannot play, 
or limiting the type of program we can 
air, (Who would ever sponser "Commen- 
tary" or GL Rockwell, or an hour of 
Tibetan buddhist music?) We don't have 
to be highly polished radio "pushers", 
we naven't anything to sell. We can be 
“listener supported", in fact we prese- 
ently are. Yes 
our listeners support us, the feed us, 
and keep the bill collectors barely 
satiated, but...it must be comnunicated 
that 825 listeners cannot practically 
support a “radio station”. There have 
to be more listeners, there have to be 
more subscribers. I've strayed from 
the point of this essay, though, The 
programs produced at krab often, always 
reflect the personnel, sometimes the 
listeners become involved and we have 
radio as it perhaps ought to be. That 
is the point of 
all this: Its time that you subscribers 
turned from trying to support us on 
your own,and trieu turning others onto 
the station. How about having a Krab 
party at your house; pick a night, in- 
vite some people over, maybe someone 
from Krab, and discuss the station. Tell 
us about your ideas. If you like, or 
dislike, a program write about it. We 
need more than money. Try some warm 
Krab love.
